Stalin began by reminding the Congress that the 

task of the Constitutional Commission was to register and 

reflect in the draft constitution the changes which have 

taken place in the life of the U.S.S.R. during the period

In enumerating these changes, Stalin started with in- 
dustry from which capitalist elements were thrown out 
completely and where Socialist forms of production are 
acclaimed and approved as the only form ef production. 

Industry has grown tremendously and according to 
the volume of output, exceeds the pre-war level by more 
than 700 per cent, he declared. 


MECHANIZED AGRICULTURE 

In agriculture, Stalin pointed out, in place of a sea of 
small individual peasant households with a weak technique 
and under kulak-control, there is now a tremendous mech- 
anized economy which has modern technical equipment, 
which possesses more than 400,000 tractors with more 
than 7,000,000 horespower. 

The kulaks have been completely liquidated, he said. 

Turning to commerce, Stalin stated that capitalist ele- 
ments have been completely thrown out of this field and 
a new commerce has developed without n and 
without speculaters of any kind. 

“This shows,” he said, “that the capitalist class hass 
been liquidated and Socialist property has been consolie 7 
dated as the only stable base of our society.

partly supporting the policy of organizing the workers 
in the mass production industries on the basis of 
industrial unionism. But the reactionary A. F. of L. 
leaders never considered this resolution as more than 
a gesture, a “scrap of paper” concession forced from 
them in the midst of the prevailing labor upheaval. 
The Executive Council majority had no intentions of 
putting this resolution into effect, and they have not 
done so. On the contrary, they have deliberately sabo- 
taged it and have been a constant barrier against the 
development of industrial unionism and union 
organization in the mass production This 
reactionary attitude was quite in line with the tradi- 
tional policy of the misleaders of labor in the A. F. of L. 


But under the surging demands of the great masses 
for organization, the progressive unions in the A. F. 
of L. refused to allow the basic question of organizing 
the huge armies of the unorganized to be sidetracked 
and ditched in this manner. They set up the Committee 
for Industrial Organization and undertook to give life 
to the San Francisco resolution by actually organizing 


and progressive elements had finally reached the point 
where it could no longer be squelched by the customary 

measures used by the Executive Council 
following the San Francisco convention, they decided 
to root out the industrial tendency from the ranks of 
the Federation at one fell blow, even though they 


crippled the whole labor movement by doing so. Ace- 


cordingly, the Executive Council, in flagrant violation 
of the constitution of the A. F. of L. and the whole 
tradition of the American trade union movement, and 
under cover of hypocritical pretenses of majority rule, 
proceeded in a high-handed manner to expel the C.L.O. 
unions comprising one-third of the entire trade union 
movement. With over a million progressive unionists 
ousted, they were then able to control the Tampa con- 


vention and to continue their work of disruption by 


confirming the exclusion of the C. ILO. unions. Every 
reactionary element in the United States rejoices at 
this autocratic and criminal action against the soli- 
darity and welfare of the working class, and all pro- 
gressives are outraged by it.

Prevent the Split from Spreading 


Y progressive force in the working class must 
cooperate to re-establish trade union unity. And 
while this struggle goes ahead, manifestly-the most 
urgent task confronting the workers in the present 
critical situation ts to prevent the split from spreading 
further. As yet the split is confined to the top com- 


mittees of the labor movement, and what must be 


done at once is to prevent it from spreading down into 
the lower organs of the trade union movement and 
thus dividing the workers’ unions into two warring 


industries. The cause of unity can be best served by 
the continued unity and solidarity of acfion of all unions 
now in the CIO. The Committee form of the C.LO. 
is one that enables it to continue its work of organiza- 
tion with the maximum effectiveness, as the craft unions 
have only negligible forces in the mass production in- 
dustries, while at the same time this form prevents 
the reactionaries from extending the split in the labor 
movement into the unions’ and industries generally. 
While carrying on this organizing work, the C. I. O. 
“should do so on the basis of the principles of trade 


and to re-establish trade 


union unity within the A. F. of L. 


1) The initiation of a widespread campaign among 
the local unions and other organizations affiliated to 
the A. F. of L. for resolutions and other actions con- 
demning the suspension of the C. I. O. unions, and 
demanding their reinstatement in the A. PF. of L. with 
full rights, and the continuation of their present or- 
ganization campaigns. The majority of the craft 
union members are opposed to the suspension and 
must be mobilized against the Executive Council split- 
ters. 

2) A demand for the continuation of 
between the A. F. of L. and the C. I. O. for the re- 


establishment of unity upon the basis of organizing — 


the mass production industries into industrial unions 
within the A. F. of L. 


3) A demand that the whole question of industrial 


unionism be submitted for decision to a general refer- 
endum vote of the rank and file of the A. F. of L. and 
C. I. O. unions. Similar referendums to be initiated in 
individual craft unions. 

4) Intensification of the organizatiin campaigns 
now being conducted by the C. I. O. in the steel, tex- 


ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers and the metal 
trades of the A. F. of L. on the basis of the A. A, 
organizing all the steel workers into one industrial 
union, and the Federated Metal trades organizing the 
workers among the auxiliary metal industries in the 
steel areas. 

7) The raising of the question of industrial union- 
ism in all the A. F. of L. and railroad unions in those 
forms constituting the next practical steps to indus- 
trial solidarity in the given industries, such as a gene 
eral national agreement for all railroad trades, agreee 
ments expiring on the same date in the building trades, 
federation of the marine trades, amalgamation of the 
metal trades, etc., all these joint action developments 
looking toward the eventual reorganization of the craft 
unions on an industrial union basis. 

8) The launching of a systematic campaign in the 
craft unions for the democratization of these organiza- 
tions, the elimination of racketeers and gangsters, and 
the development of a new progressive leadership and 
policy. ' 

9) Efforts to establish the political unity of the 
various sections of the trade union movement by link- 
ing together or setting um of a working co-operation 
between the A. F. of L. and Brotherhood legislative 
committees, Labor’s Non-Partisan League, farmers’ or- 
ganizations, State Farmer-Labor Parties, etc. on the 
basis of a common legislative program. Special efforts 


should be made to unite the local unions of the C. I. O. 


and A. F. of L. with the Socialist and Comm 
Parties and other workers’ organizations into city 
state Farmer-Labor Parties, with the objective of 
national Farmer-Labor Party.

writes: My wife, who is 25 years 
old, is eight and a half months 

t with her first child. She 
has tuberculosis of both lungs. She 
is now getting pneumothorax treat- 
ments. She had an operation for 
lung adhesions last August. Is it 
safe for her to undergo a Caesarian 
operation and be sterilized at the 
game time, or it is better for her 
to give birth naturally?”

ful effect upon a patient with pul- 
monary tuberculosis, and abortions 
were urged in all such cases. Recent 

vestigations, however, would in- 
dicate that decision on how to be 
guided in such cases rests largely 
upon the character of the tuber- 
culous infection itself. 

But labor, or the actual process 
of giving birth, alters the situation 
somewhat. Whether the patient 
will be able to stand the strain of 
labor will depend entirely upon how 
far advanced the tuberculosis is, 
how active it is, and so on. Some 
women are able, with proper care 
and attention, to give birth in the 
normal way. Others must undergo 
Caesarian operation. But the deci- 
sion must be made by the specialists 
who are treating the patient, who 
have examined her and are 
thoroughly familiar with all the de- 
tails of the case. Caesarian opera- 
tion is attended with risk as with 
all abdominal operations. But the 
risk can be reduced if the operation 
is carefully prepared for in advance, 
as it would be in this case. 

Sterilization is not to be recom- 
mended. Your -wife may get “well 
enough to have more children. 
Sterilisation would prevent this. It 
would be much better to practice 
birth control, information concern- 
ing which can be obtained at a 
number of reputable birth control 
clinics. 

But, by whatever method your 
baby is born, it will have to be 
separated from its mother and 
brought up away from her. This is 
tuberculosis. Perhaps from catching 
tuberculosis. Perhaps the child may 
return to the mother later, but only 
when she has been definitely proved 
by many tests to be non-infective, 
that is, not in a position to transmit 
the disease to her child.
